JOINT-8TOCK. BANKING PROGRESS. 

Important changes in our financial and commercial relations are daily 
passing under review—partly the results of our protracted and ineffectual 
negociations for peace, and partly from the belligerent position which we 
have been driven to assume. In this eventful state of the nation, the 
system of banking necessarily attracts the public attention, and recent 
events in reference to a private metropolitan firm, to which it is unne- 
cessary further to allude, strongly influence the community, pfeviously so 
predisposed, in favour of joint-stock banking companies. A sketch of the 
origin, rise, progress, and position of joint-stock banking associations can- 
not fail at the present moment to be of interest.to the general trading 
community. The name of a joint-stock bank naturally associates with it 
the idea of an extensive proprietary, capital adequate to all demands, the 
local influence of the members composing it, the selection of competent 
managers to conduct its affairs, and the superintendence of a vigilant and 
efficient directorate for its control. It is difficult in theory to conceive any 
institutions constituted on principles better adapted to secure safety to 
the public, or advantage to their immediate localities, provided the inde- 
pendence of the institution, in the amount of its capital, in the extent and 
solvency of its proprietary, and in the ability and integrity of its mana- 
ers, be unquestionable. Selecting the metropolis. as the centre, the 
‘orm, by their branches, a chain of connection with the most Giving ‘agri: 
cultural and manufacturing districts in the provinces, mutually enriching 
and being enriched. 
The Bank of England, having had its origin in the requirements of the 
country, and holding special relations with the Government, may be em- 
phatically considered as a state.bank; and the same observation is appli- 
cable to the banks of Scotland and Ireland. Joint-stock banks, for pri- 
vate, irrespective of state pu s, had been eminently successful in Scot- 
land before the introduction of the system into England or Ireland, and 
had acquired the distinctive term of the “‘ Scottish System.” The first 
joint-stock bank established in London was in 1834, the Northern Banking 

‘om: , the Hibernian Joint Stock Banking Company, and the Provin- 
cial Bank of Ireland, having been previously founded in that country in 
the year 1825; and a colonial bank, that of New South Wales, naviog a 
office in London, dates from the year 1817. Since the opening of the first 
joint-stock bank in London, they have been established ia all the principal 
towns of England, several existing in London, in Liverpool, Manchester, 
and Birmin At the close of fast year, exclusive of the great National 
Banks of England, Scotland, and Ireland, there were in full operation 
95 joint-stock banking associations in England and Wales, 17 in Scotland, 
and 8 in Ireland, We have here traced the rapid advance of a.system which 
was thus early characterised by Sir Ronerr Prex, avowedly the greatest 
minister of modern times :— I look,” said he, “upon the principle of 
joint-stock companies as one of the great discoveries of modern times, 
* * * T say, further, that if there can be one description of business to 
which the principle of a joint-stock company can be more applicable than 
another, it is, under due restrictions, the business of banking.” 
Passing for the present the vast and varied advantages which the legi- 
timate formation of such institutions must confer upon every trading class 
in a large community, it is a source of highly interesting enquiry to con- 
sider joint-stock banking associations as sources of investment for capital. 
We begin with the state banks, which we include for mercantile pur- 
poses, and we find the shares of the Bank of England, on 100/. paid up, 
yielding a minimum rate of dividend of 8 per cent. ; the Bank of Scotland,

the Western Bank of Scotland, including the late Greenock Bank, Arakin 
Banking Company, Dundee Union Bank, and Paisley Commercial Bank, 
established in 1832, with 1255 partners, on a paid-up capital of 1,500,000/., 
yielding a rate of dividend of 8 per cent.

While Scotland acknowledges her deep obligations for her 
advance in national importance and commercial wealth to her banking 
system, we have stated quite sufficient to satisfy the most timid calculator, 

at she has amply and fully repaid those who confided their money to 
the support of institutions, which have so pre-eminently tended towards 
her progressive and present prosperity.

Bank of Ireland, on a paid-up capital of 209,175/.,, with a proprietary of 
483 shareholders, yielding a dividend of 6 per cent. interest, and 4 per cent. 
bonus, When we reflect upon the calamitous condition of Ireland durin, 
the last 10 years, and the various gradations of untried being throug 
which she hes passed within that period, it must be conc that her 
joint-stock banks, which have seen and survived such cnpecontes vicis- 
situdes, both agricultural, commercial, and social, bear most unerring 
testimony to the value and security of the system,

With such a trial of the joint-stock system, both at home and abroad,

We learn that a treaty has been entered into for 
the purchase of Her Majesty’s Theatre, Pall Mall, for the branch bank, 
and it is impossible to concéive a more eligible site. It ig intended to 
afford at this branch all the facilities which generally exist at banks, for 
the purchase, deposit, and transfer of securities ; and dividends may bere- 
ceived by customers at the branch in the’same way as they are at the head 
establishment. We also perceive that a proposal has been lately made for 
the formation of a law bank in the metropolis on the joint-stock principle, 
which, from the extensive influence and numbers of branches of the 
legal profession, ought to prove eotiias ys successful.

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IMPROVEMENTS IN IRON MANUFACTURE. <_ 


—The ication to useful purposes of the waste gases given off 
thas ae apparently, has at one period ur other engaged the at- 
tation of the majority of British ironmasters; but, from some unex- 

ined cause, in only a few cases has the experimental application been 
in. The subject is a most important one, and at the present 
od of depreasion in the iron trade, both here and in the United States, 
«s well as in all continental districts, which to a certain extent are affected 
vith every fluctuation in the English market, renders it peculiarly inter- 
ating at a time when rigid economy is demanded, and will be a sufficient 
for a few remarks relative to what has been done in certain districts. 
During a recent tour through South Staffordshire, particular attention 
ys paid to the economy practiced at different works, with a view of de- 
termining the principles on which the successful utilisation of the gaseous 
uctsseem to depend; for, from the many conflicting statements which 
ve appeared, it is a matter of conjecture whether failure in certain cases 
has occurred from some inherent quality of the fuel, or from the insufti- 
dency of the arrangements. On these points, however, the disinclination 
manifested by parties gueity to communicate the presumed cause of 
frilure resulted in a very small addition to the previous stock of reliable 
jnformation on the subject. At more than one-third of the number of 
blast furnaces there was seen piping, closed orifices, or other remains of 
unsuccessful attempts to economise, but in no one instance was the prin- 
ciple then in operation, On enquiry as to the immediate or proximate 
cause of abandonment, the reply invariably was, “it did not answer,” 
accompanied with a remark, either that the furnace did not work so well 
while it was in operation, or they could not keep up a sufficiency of steam ; 
but very frequently the failure was placed to the character of the fuel. 
Mr. Blackwell stated, before the Society of Arts, that all attempts made 
in South Staffordshire had failed from inapplicable arrangements; but this 
cannot be correct, for the arrangements appear to have been as varied as 
complete; and it is a remarkable circumstance that, at Mr. Blackwell's 
works, the Bilston new furnaces, where the recent construction of the 
furnaces has enabled their proprietor to adopt every improvement that 
could contribute to success, the principle was applied, but, for some reason 
other than inapplicable arrangements, was not continued. At the Mosely, 
Osier Bed, Oldbury, Wednesbury Old Park, and other furnaces, the long- 
established reputation of the proprietors is a sufficient guarantee that the 
requisite scientific means, as far as the experience obtained of the subject 
vould warrant, were adopted; and we must look to causes other than 
- given by Mr. Blackwell for an explanation of the general disuse of 
ie 


gases, 

Mr, Blackwell, as also other writers, states that their withdrawal and 
utilisation has been eminently successful in other districts. If we admit 
the correctness of these statements, the difficulty of arriving at a satis- 
fuetory explanation of the causes which obstruct their successful appli- 
cation in South Staffordshire is greatly increased; for since a further ex- 
perience has demonstrated that inapplicable arrangements is not suffi- 
cient, the cause apparently lies in the qualities of the fuel, the unfavour- 
able form of the furnace, or the inferior heating power of the ; but 
on an attentive consideration, it is evident that neither is sufficient, and 
itis questionable if collectively they satisfactorily account for the general 
non-success, The coal is not dissimilar in structural arrangement and 
composition to furnace coals of other districts where the use of the gases 
has been persevered in; while if there be one condition more favourable 
than the other to the combustible value of the gases, as Messrs, Bunsen 
tad Playfair state to be the case with raw coal, which yields, during the 
distillatory process of converting into coke, a quantity of valuable gas, 
the circumstances of having been withdrawn from furnaces work- 
a raw coal, coke, and a mixed burden, should have resulted in the dis- 
covery of the condition most favourable to high economy, both in respect 
of the fuel and the gasesevolved. The form of furnace employed in Staf- 
fordshire is very similar to those prevailing in Wales and Scotland, and 
though varying extremely in their diameter and general dimensions, the 
larger number are probably of a construction superior to the furnaces of 
these districts. With coal of a superior quality, and furnaces of a form 
qually in favour of their successful application, it does seem inexplicable 
that, while the‘ economic use of gas is largely practised in the Welsh, Derby- 
thire, and Scotch districts, there should be any difficulty in sestiaing simi- 
lar advantages in South Staffordshire. It is possible, though hig y im- 
probable, that the iron ore, or the limestone, or both, yield a deleterious 
‘ngredient, which is not the case in other districts. e modes, too, of

STEAM—ITS VALUE AND APPLICATION. 


_ Sre,— What is truth »” was the question asked by Pilate. The answer, 
in its universal application, cannot, perhaps, be given in a very definite 
form; but still it is no hard matter, for all practical purposes, to perceive 
wherein all Jan truth has its foundation, how it is deduced, and of what 
vast importance it isto mankind, Its foundation rests upon those fixed 
properties, laws, and constitutions, which are found in ourselves and things 
around us to be annexed to all material matter, all animal organisation, 
and all mental and moral power. 

The subject of this letter requires a survey of but a very small nook of 
this wide field, which, when the education of all mankind shall have for 
its basis a knowledge of these laws, properties, and constitutions, their 
habitudes and relations one to the other (which, in very truth, are the 
laws of God made manifest in his works), how prodigiously would the 
productive resources be increased; how elevated and enl the source 
of recreative pleasure; with what deliberation and moral force would be 
determined points in which, now, passion is almost the exclusive element, 
often—too often—leading deeper and deeper into despair. 

In exhibiting in detail but a very little nook of this field of truth, I 
shall, I trust, incidentally illustrate the force of these more general ob- 
servations, The little nook referred to is that embodied in the steam- 
engine, and which, when passed rapidly before the mind of the reader, 
must, I think, carry him step by step to the conclusion that the state- 
ments made by me upon this subject may be cavilled at and rejected, just 
as men have cavilled at and rejected all truth, which bad motives and 
ignorance have laboured much to misrepresent, but that still it remains, 
nevertheless; that all the statements I have made are true; and that Eng- 
lishmen have allowed themselves to be misled, greatly to their injury. 

Truth is, in the steam-engine, as in all other cases, based upon those fixed 
properties which exist independent of us. Such are the facts. That water 
charged with heat becomes steam; that the same weight of steam at all 
pressures contains in it the same quantity of heat; that the latent heat 
diminishes as the sensible heat increases; that as the sensible heat in- 
creases, which it does, as the pressure under which the steam is generated 
is increased, so also does the pressure increase of any given volume and 
weight of steam; that water, once converted into steam, remains in the 
shape of steam at all pressures, so long as no heat is allowed to esca 
from it; that to compress air, as in the receiver of the air-gun, absor 
power, so steam generated under high pressure, and used expansively, 
will give out increased gad in the same ratio; that steam generated 
under a pressure of 210 lbs. per square inch is in volume but 1-14th of 
what the same weight of steam is at 15 Ibs. per square inch ; that fluids 
press equally in all directions; that, therefore, it is beyond a doubt, if we 
increase the pressure in a less ratio than we diminish the surface upon 
which the pressure acts, that the rending force is less with the greater pres- 
sures than with the lesser; that water will generate steam at tempera- 
tures dependant upon the pressure acting upon its surface; that water 
under pressure, and combined with heat, is an explosive compound ; that 
all explosive compounds are dangerous in proportion to quantity, and to 
diffuse and instantaneous liberation ; that coal, when heated in contact 
with the atmosphere, undergoes rapid decomposition, and that a large mass 
of hot gases is the result ; that heat is imparted to bodies by contact and 
radiation, so that the larger the surface, and the more immediate the con- 
tact of the hot gases with the cooler surface, the more instantaneous and 
complete is the heat absorbed from the hot gases; that, if heat be applied 
to one side only of a plate of metal, the thinner and cleaner the metal be, 
the sooner does it pass through the plate to the water, as in the steam- 
boiler; that ordinary water contains more or less of solid matter, which 
is left behind when the water is evaporated, but if water be first distilled, 
it afterwards is free from solid matter; that when the air is the same in 
temperature, a brisk wind gives us the sensation of cold toa much greater 
extent than when the air is calm—the same thing is illustrated in passing 
rapidly through the air, as on the railway. These are the leading pri- 
mary conditions we require to know to assist us in determining what are 
the artificial arrangements we require, so as to obtain the fullest ee ¢ 
ment, the most safe and universal application of a power so extensively 
and pre-eminently useful —nay, n —to modernised humanity, that, 
under Providence, it is not incorrect to say that the very existence of 
millions depends upon it; whilst all are far more indebted to it for much 
they ror Bape they even imagine. 

A careful consideration of the primary conditions referred to must lead 
any unbiassed mind to the conclusion that, in the steam-boiler, we require 
so to diminish the encompassing surface that we neutralise pressure, and, 
in one word, so adapt means to ends in the boiler, that we get at the same 
time al. aggregate of exterior surface for the hot gases to act upon, com- 
bined with lightness, compactness, simplicity of construction, and a facility 
of generating the heat in such a way as to prevent, as far as possible, its 
being otherwise disposed of than in the water inthe boiler. Now, what~- 
ever cavil may be kept up to the contrary, it is not more certain thatthe 
sun shines than that my boilers do fulfil these conditions. 

Tn the engine, we must also adopt means so as to fulfil the conditions 
which these primary conditions plainly point out, and which are—that 
we must obviate the absurdity of having very high pressure upon very 
large piston-surface ; that, if we would avail ourselves of the increased 
power we see high-pressure steam is capable of producing, we must adapt 
the engine so to receive the steam that this power be not lost, but its effec- 
tive force (by being, if I may so say, properly handled in the engine) 
be brought into a demonstrative shape by the increased amount of wor 
done by any given weight of steam. These conditions being obtained in 
the engine, it is next to be desired that such engines be reduced to the 
simplest form and adaptation for general purposes. Here, too, in the en- 
gines, I will defy all fair argument or test to show that they do not meet 
every requirement. 

e next essential division is the condensing department. Here we get 
tid of deposits, and can get the economy of the Cornish engine in all de- 
partments, and condense with the atmosphere where water is not obtain- 
able—in one word, here, too, everything is practically realised that the 
primary conditions suggest. } : 

Now, after 16 years’ experience, and, I think I may say, without im- 

roper egotism, a thorough knowledge of the subject 1 am writing upon, 
will affirm, with far greater certainty than can attach to the Chancellor 
of the caer eras, that 1 know this country is losing more than 
20,000,000/7. annually—(to say nothing of the prevention of those fright- 
ful sacrifices of human life we have too frequently to deplore),—by allow- 
ing itself to be gulled by those whose interests and motives are alike with 
those who, in all history, have led nations to the very brink of ruin. One 
thing Englishmen will do well to recollect, which is—that though indivi- 
duals have a conscience, classes act as if they hadnone. Ina future letter, 
I will, with as much brevity and clearness as I can, substantiate all I have 
here advanced, by explaining more in detail the practical proof I have of 
the authenticity of all I have stated above.

COAL MINES INSPECTION BILL. 


Sin,—We beg to inform you that this bill drags on very slowly through the House 
of Commons. Since we last wrote you it certainly has made some progress, having 
t through committee, after being re-committed several times. ‘The report was 
rought up on Monday, but up to this date it has not made any further progress ; it 
was ordered to be read a third time on Tuesday, and was placed on the orders of the 
day, ina favourable position. After we had seen the papers delivered to the Members, 
we were highly delighted at the prospect of getting it out of the hands of the Phil- 
listines; but, when in the evening we examined the orders that were posted at the 
doors of the House of Commons, to our great amazement another list was printed, 
from which our bill was removed, We applied to several M.P.’s for an explanation; 
although some of them were experienced Members, they could not inform us by what 
rule it was done, nor by whose authority. We were determined to know, if ible : 
after a great deal of trouble, we met one of the Ministers, who said the only reason 
why it was struck out was that they had not had time to consider the amendments 
—— by Messrs, Cayley, Crook, and M‘Mahon. On this frivolous excuse they 
ve put it off until tonight. The Scotch Education Bill is the first. The only other 
bills before us are the Irish Tenant Compensation, and Lord Raglan’s Annuity Bill, 
We were very near defeating the coalowners and the Government on Mr. Cayley’s 
division on Monday evening, or rather half-past one on Tuesday morning : 58 voted 
for all serious accidents saree, Sapeetes to the inspector, and 74 against; the great 
object of non-fatal accidents being returned is, that where slight explosions or ca- 
sualties were the most frequent, it would point out to the inspector where most 
danger existed ; and, perhaps, by atimely visit might be the means of preventing some 
of those dreadful accidents whereby a great number of lives are lost. The opponents 
of this desirable amendment argued from wrong premises ; they stated that all acci- 
dents terminated fata!ly to some one or more. This is nota fact, it is the very reverse, 
the great majority are the non-fatal ; for one fatal accident there are fifteen otherwise. 

Unless Mr. Crook’s amendment—“ Such inspector is hereby empowered to sue for 
and recover all such penalties as are by this Act imposed’’—is adopted, there is no 
properly authorised party to enforce the penalties. 

There surely never was such a jesuitical clause ever attempted to be inserted in any 
Act of Parliament before. As it now stands in the bill, if one of the inspectors visits 
one of the pits in his district, and finds it dangerous, he has power to summon be- 
fore him the manager, and explain his opinion to him; and if the manager treats his 
suggestions with ridicule or contempt, the only thing the inspector can do is to send 
notice in writing to the owner, as it is generally termed “‘ putting the pit under notice.” 
After the owner has got the notice he may burn it, or put it in his pocket, just as he 
pleases; he is not compelled to remove the danger, nor is he compelled to demand 
arbitration: the inspectors have no power to compel him to do either. We thought 
that this was a mistake, but when we pointed it out to one of the leading M.P. coal 
owners he admitted that it was not a mistake, but done designedly. They all say 
that it is not fair to be compelled to carry out the recommendations of the inspector, 
as he may be wrong; well, then we fd he ought to be compelled to demand arbi- 
tration. Oh no, they say, that is notright either; it is interfering with us doing as we 
please; we cannot bear the idea of being compelled to do anything. We then say, If 
you will not remove the danger, nor demand arbitration, will you post a copy of the 
inspector’s notice upon the pit bank, so that all the men can see it, and free from their 
contract, and not be compelled to work when their lives are in danger? To this rea- 
sonable request they say no also; but on this point we are confident that the clause 
will be so altered that they will be compelled to do either one thing ortheother, As it 
was decided on the 4th inst. by a majority of 125 against 3, that the inspectors should 
not have the power to prosecute for damages for any one injured through the neg- 
ligence of the owner or his agents, it is very desirable that Mr. M‘Mahon’s clause 
should be adopted, to enable us to go into the County Court for damages. Lord Camp- 
bell’s Act, so far as poor colliers disabled for life, or the widows of those who may be 
killed, are concerned, is sheer mockery, as we told Lord Palmerston in a letter this 
week: that to tell a poor collier ens for life, or a widow, that they can get damages 
at the Assizes under Lord Campbell’s Act, is just as bad as putting us in gibbets and 
hanging a loaf of bread before us, and telling us that we need not die of starvation, 
as there is bread for us. No crippled collier, or collier’s widow in England, Ireland, 
or Wales has ever got any damages at the Assizes under Lord Campbell’s Act, nor 
no one ever can do so singly; hence the necessity of having the privilege of joint 
actions: being enabled to have joint actions, and going into County Courts, will have 
a greater effect in preventing accidents than any other thing. 

In your Journal of June 30 appeared a letter from Mr, Handel Cossham ; as soon 
as we saw the name we felt sure that he had commanded the polite attention of the 
inspectors in some of their reports; and as this same Mr. Cossham is the “ hero of 
Shortwood,” as well as Parkfield, we enclose an extract from Mr. Dickinson’s report ; 
and if there is one argument, or one case, that we can quote stronger than another in 
favour of the inspectors having power to enforce their recommendations, it is this 
case of Mr. Cossham, We will pass it over without comment, as it om ew for 
itself. We do not know what your other correspondents may do as regards the sug- 
gestions of Mr, Cossham, as to the “tendency ” of the letters, &c., published in your 
Journal, As he has just the same authority over us as that which the inspectors re- 
ferred to in the extract had over him, we have resolved to do by his suggestions as 
he did by the Inspectors—viz., pay no regard to them,

Mr. Inspector Dickinson’s last published Reporton Coal Mines, p. 37.—*‘ Importance 
of Plans: Plans of underground workings, though daily becoming more appreciated, 
have not in every instance received the attention they demand. In an outlying por- 
tion of this district, Over Darwen, I have recently found it necessary to direct the at- 
tention of a large majority of the colliery owners to this important omission. The 
present report comprises one accident, attended with loss of life, arising out of the 
want of proper plans and records: and the Bristol field, in the case of the inundation 
at the Shortwood Colliery, has also added a similar calamity to the list. In the latter 
case, when the district was under my care, I pointed out to the proprietors the want 
of plans, sixteen months before the accident, and was assured they should be obtained 
forthwith; and the caution had also been afterwards repeated by Mr. Mackworth on 
his appointment, and still the plans were neglected,” 


COLLIERY WORKINGS—THE GOVERNMENT INSPECTORS. 


Strr,-—What object Mr. Herbert Mackworth could have had in view when he indited 
the letter in your last Journal it would be most difficult to judge of; probably he 
himself did not very well know why he wrote it. It would almost appear that he 
apprehends the world is looking to him and to his collea for improvement tn the 
process of working mines and collieries. He need not be anxious on that account ; 
the world in general, and the colliers in particular, are quite certain that it is not 
from such quarter that improvement will take place, or that relief will come. 

Mr. Herbert Mackworth says—‘‘ Thanks to the example set by proprietors and 
managers of some mines, neither my colleagues nor myself have’ had to make sug 

ions for the prevention of accidents,” &c, Never were truer words spoken. If 
the lives of the poor fellows depended on Government Inspectors, London would quickly 
be in want of fuel, and the coal districts would require a vast augmentation to the 
number of Union poor houses, and other such like gaols. 

Mr. Herbert Mackworth goes on to say—‘‘ It is now rarely my lot to attend a co- 
roner’s inquest at which it is not evident that the accident might have been pre- 
vented, if the inspector’s cautions or suggestions had been attended to. Alas! how 
sad and melancholy is this state of things! If the inspector knows that there is ne- 
cessity for his “‘ cautions and suggestions,”’ why in the name of humanity does he not 
enforce them? If he cannot do this, and so save nearly a thousand lives per annum, 
his “ cautions and suggestions” are valueless, and his appointment by Government 
is only another instanee of money thrown away on useless salaried officers, or rather 
of powerless, inefficient, and therefore dangerous interference by the legislative body. 

If the Actof Parliament does not in a proper manner authorise and support its 
officers in the discharge of their duty, it is a proof of miserable imbecility, and in such 
case would show very elearly that the law should be immediately repealed, besides 
exhibiting in a melancholy manner that it never should have been framed. 

England is inundated and swamped with laws, many of them frivolous in their tenor, 
loose in their construction, and in the extreme vexatious to the people, without in- 
creasing their safety, or improving their morals ; witness this very bill of Sir Geo 
Grey’s, or that other monstrosity Py jected by Lord Robert Grosvenor. It is to 
hoped that these, and all other such Members of Parliament mean we'., but it is af- 
pony <4 true that their Acts have the effect of separating by quick degrees the people 
from the classes immediately above them. 

Mr. Herbert Mackworth continues—*‘ During nearly four years’ study of accidenta 
in mines I have failed in discovering the legal responsibility which is said to attach 
to the manager of a colliery; and I have yet to learn that a collier, or his widow, can 
obtain redress for the wrongful act, neglect, or default, which breaks down his health, 
cripples him for life, or condemns him to a violent or needless death.” I verily be- 
lieve the learned inspector ; I entirely acquit him of forming a judgment on the sub- 
ject, so, no doubt, will most of your r Ts; at the same time, we might all of us 
gently hint to him that an endeavour to acquire a practical engineering knowledge 
of his new calling would be more to the purpose than the “7 legal study of whether 
or no a poor widow was entitled to . Mr, Editor, I would humbly suggest 
that the sooner we have new and efficient laws, and new peapactere into the bargain, 
the sooner we shall cease to fill the land with widows and with orphans.

THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM, AND LIMITED LIABILITY. 


Sir,--I have seen for some weeks past a correspondence in the columns of your 
Journal, between Mr, E. A. Crouch and an anonymous writer, under the signature of 
**One who Fears the Cost. book System.” Allow me to ask Mr. Crouch if it would 
not be the best plan to form a mining company with a subscribed capital of 30,000/., 
in 1/. shares, but never to start with less subscribed for, and to limit the liability of 
shareholders to the amount of their shares, or what would be the practical difficul- 
ties in the way of carrying out such an arrangement! He has stated how a mining 
eompany is generally formed in Cornwall, but he has never, I am aseured, known the 
manner in which they are got up in Lendon, In one instance, a flaming prospectus 
was issued of a mining company in Wales, “on the Cost-book System.” Several 
persons went to the office, paid for shares, and took their scrip. Upon calling at the 
office, a month afterwards, ** to sign the cost-book,” the ‘* promoters’’ had vanished, 
and it was then discovered that there was not such a place in existence as that where 
the mine was stated to be situate. Some rich specimens of lead were shown to the 
unhappy dupes, and “references of respectability” demanded from them. The 
funds necessary to pay the expense of advertisements, printing, temporary offices, 
&c., are supplied by minebrokers, who externally are of high respectability, but who 
are afterwards repaid with interest out of the spoil. This isa consequence necessi- 
tated by the facilities afforded by the Cost-book System for the formation of mining 
companies,—July 9.

Sin,—The balance in hand of this company appears to be only 214/. ls. 1ld.; the 
shares are now saleable at 5s. each—a price very far exceeding their real value. 
‘There exists no probability of this company ever paying a dividend; with 18 heads 
of stamps a loss of 70,0007, has been incurred, and yet the directors and Mr. Crosse 
persist in stating that by working the same ores with 42 heads of stamps a profit of 
5001. per month will ensue! Is not this contrary to ordinary reason, and an insult to 
the shareholders? To obtain 1 oz. of gold from the Liberty ores, 11 tons have to be 
crushed: the Chairman did not, could not, refute this, when it was publicly stated at 
the last meeting. Let me urge upon the shareholders the imperative necessity of 
immediately taking the management out of the hands of those who have shownthem- 
selves to be unfaithful in the discharge of those duties with the performance of which 
they have been entrusted by the shareholders. We are at present merely working 
the Vaucluse Mines, for the prospective advantage of other parties, who are now con- 
cealed from our view, We are driving by the side of the copper lodes; so near, that 
each shot fired brings up pieces of rich copper ore. Still the directors will not allow 
the mine to be worked for copper, but have wasted the shareholders’ funds in an at- 
tempt to make gold mining in Virginia remunerative. There must have been some 
secret ‘arrangement ” between the former owners of the mine and the present Liberty 
directors, or the purchase-money would not have been so large: this is perfectly ob- 
vious, from the trustworthy report of Mr. C. E. Seidell, who states— * * * ‘At the 
time you became possessors of the same [the Vaucluse Mines}, everything was entirely 
out of repair. On the surface there were but few buildings—no houses for the ac- 
commodation of miners and employers, no tramways to facilitate the transportation 
of the ores, no engine for the purpose of pumping out the water, and no machinery 
to work up any large quantity of ore.

Sir,—Absence from home prevented me from seeing your last two Journals unti 
this day, when the first thing that met my eye was a continuation of party remarks 
on Great Wheal Martha. What the motives of the writers may be, I shali not en- 

uire, as I have no doubt there are assertions of truth on euch side. I shall, there- 
ore, pass them by, and endeavour to come to the point, by asking if Great Wheal 
Martha is worthy of a trial or not? 

I examined the mine about 25 years since, but not below the adit. I am not sure 
that the lode I saw is the same as that which is now the source of contention ; but I 
know the locality well, and the mine is not out of a Sone stratification ; neither is 
its position bad, although I would have preferred seeing it with less arsenical mundic. 
Itis questionable whether the lode has not passed its better day, and is not now super- 
seded by mundic, Iu that case, the great bulk of copper may be moved off to near 
some cross-lode east or west, or most likely to some parallel lode north or south, as 
all copper in solution passes nort t to south-west, or from south-west to 
north-east. This is a point on which I shall not yet attempt to give a definite opi- 
nion, although I am decisive as to its being found to pass in that direction, 

When I look at Holmbush and Sheba, allowing each lode to be orey for a mile in 
length, Wheal Martha will not be found much out of place. I am not satisfied that 
there is not open still north of these mines, but not to a great distance, It must 
not be looked for as far north as Stoke Climsland Consols; and I venture to offer my 
arm to the finder of a paying copper mine north of the parish of Stoke, and to quietly 
resign my head to him who finds a paying copper mine to the south of Callington. 
At this point, in the north-east and south-west directions, the copper deposits are 
comparatively short ; but when we get further where the great arm of granite 
checks the circulating current, it increases in length. Supposing it to take its start 
from Old Harrowbarrow, in Calstock, and Wheal Edward, as the south boundary, we 
should find, in passing north-east, Hingston Down Consols, Gunnis Lake, Bedford, 
Crebor, and Devon Consols, and many other minor concerns, from whence it passes 
on to Whea) Friendship, between which there appears to be an unfavourable bar of 
pores. Yet I have not a doubt but that deposits of ore will be found some future 

ay in the intermediate space, and even still further north, on or about old Wheal 
Jewel lode, but it must not be looked for too far west of this line. When you see a 
floor over-garnished with a blue coat (say) of lead ore, bid farewell to copper. 

It is said that Mr. Jehu Hitchins has pledged his word that Great Wheal Martha 
lode is Devon Consols lode; but I think he was misunderstood, as he could only have 
stated it was near where that lode should be expected to pass, as they do not lay claim 
to it even at Wheal Williams or Lamherooe, which is a mile nearer to Devon Console 
than Great Wheal Martha. Yet, supposing they have the same lode, their chances 
are nothing the better, as the productiveness of lodes is dependent on the stratifica- 
tion and its direction; also on the cross-lode ; and lastly, but not least, if it is in the 
north-east and south-west channels, where copper is passing in solution.

Srr,—As soon as the report of the committee of proprietors of the Blaenavon Com- 
pany was delivered, it was placed in my hands by an original proprietor, for the pur- 


pose of obtaining my opinion, as a person once connected with the company, as to 
what he had better do with his shares. In reply, I told him that there was much to 
be deplored in the statement laid before him, of which he must be as well aware asI 
wss; but that it must be a gratification to him to find that his property, which, by 
the Share List, was worth only from 5/, to 6/. per share, was, according to the report, 
worth at least four times that amount ; that the — was good in itself, but that 
to carry on the works effectually additional capital must be raised; and that, in my 
opinion, the wisest plan the proprietors could pursue would be to adopt the example 
of the British Iron Company, and establieh a new company. 

I leave it-to those who have a stake in the concern to make their own comments on 
the report, which has been written in a very straightforward manner. There is 
much to surprise, much to regret, but I shall only notice it as bearing upon the points 
which I wish to bring before the proprietors—namely, defects of system in manage- 
ment, and want of capital. 

To those who have seen the last edition of my work on the Iron Trade, and know 
the Blaenavon Works, there will be little difficulty in forming an opinion thata great 
deal there set down in the last chapter had its origin in what I know of that excellent, 
but hitherto unsuccessful, property. There are, Il consider, three essentials to the 
suecessful operations of such a work—A London board, consisting of men of business, 
with unity of action, a sufficient working capital, and a good manager at the works, 
unshackled by constant and injudicious interference. I say, if the management be 

, let it have its natural duties, and powers at its command; but if not good, let it 
made so, Do not surround a manager with difficulties and annoyances, depriving 
him of the credit of that which is good, and casting upon him the whole responsi- 
bility if things go wrong. With regard to the last point, look at the fourth head of 
the report—The Blaenavon Mi)! and Forge ; ‘* On investigation into the transactions 
connected with the works, we find that they were commenced and carried on by Mr. 
J the ger, without any order or authority from the board.” 

Can any oue look at the report and say that the manager is solely to blame, if blame 
attach to the transactions! Does not the secretary, in his letter to Mr. Johnson, say 
that the measure is sanctioned by * our kind friend, Mr. Masterman,” and “ our 
worthy chairman?’ and, again, in a former letter, not to the manager, but to Mr. 
West, one of the visiting directors,—*‘ As regards the new mill, your colleagues in 
London have one opinion on the subject, and they consider it very desirable that steps 
should be taken, as far as practicable, to commence operations?’ Surely this removes 
part of the censure from Mr. Johnson. No manager can fairly show his powers, with- 
out a fair scope for action: the Blaenavon manager has it not. Myo a is not to 
remark on individuals, but on — The goodness of the work is, I think, un- 
doubted. Then comes the working of it. For this parpose, I conceive the first es- 
sential isa good London board, consisting of men of business, holding, at any rate, 
some moderate stake in the concern. Let one of them act asa managing director ; 
it may not be necessary that he should hold shares, possibly better not. This gentle- 
man, aided by the ad of the chairman, and the periodical meetings of the rd, 
would be all that is necessary to manage a work of this magnitnde. The routine 
business could be conducted by a secretary, or clerks, as at present. The evil of the 
present system is, that you havea divided management, one considered a local board, 
the other a London board, and as the principal acting members of these boards con- 
sist of two each—at least, they did do so when the new mill was under consideration 
—there must have been great difficulty in g-ttinga quorum of three. Hence has, no 
doubt, arisen 2 great part of the irregularity. A remark in the report will show that 
Iam right. In the year 1852 the attendances of Mr. Hill in London were two, Mr. 
West three. In 1853 Mr. Hill did not attend at all, and resigned during the course 
of the year. The remark is—‘‘ We understand that Messrs. Hill and West, though 
not present at the board, attended at the works in 1852 and 1853.”

ironstone, the most expensive ingredient in the manufacture. And while this want 
of capital is thus affecting r works, in more ways than one, you are paying 15,000/. 
a year for borrowed capital, as shown under the head of ‘‘ General Remarks,” in the 
committee’s report. 

The last point I name is, a good manager at the works, The necessity of this no 
one will dispute ; and, as far as my knowledge goés of the state of the trade during 
the last ten years, I cannot but think that a manager who has returned on an average 
during that period a profit of 20,0007. per annum from a work, although consisting 
of five furnaces—never, I should i Mees working more than four— 
must, in many be an efficient manager ; and if he be an efficient manager, 
then you ought to have confidence in him, Leave him untrammelied ; let him be in- 
dependent of all inteference, but that which comes to him in a regular way through 
the managing directors.

An adjourned special meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, Old Broad- 
street, on Thursday, Mr. James Lave in the chair.

A very long conversation ensued, on the best means to be adopted to advance the 
interests of the shareholders. The resolution passed at a former meeting for aban- 
doning the North Wheal Damsel sett was confirmed.

The half-yearly meeting was held at the offices, Broad-street-buildings, on Wed- 
nesday, the llth inst. The Baron de Goipsmrn in the chair. 


The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting, the minutes of the last one, 
which were confirmed, and the following directors’ report :-— 


At this annual general meeting, the directors have the pleasure to submit to the 
shareholders their report on the affairs of the company, and the audited account of 
the operations for the half-year ending February 28. The working of the mines and 
explorations of the lodes in length and depth have proceeded vigorously, with the 
exception of some short interruptions on occasions when it was found necessary to 
secure the ground which had fallen in. These falls were owing to the very soft cha- 
racter of portions of the rock, which came down, ae that every precau- 
tion was used as the works proceeded. There has also been a disadvantage in the 
short supply of labourers ; and the want of a well conducted and efficient complement 
of English miners has been severely felt. 

Although the lodes are becoming less disordered, and more regular in depth, they 
are not so large, nor is the mineral deposited in such rich bunches as it was in the 
upper ground. The prospects, however, since last meeting have been improving, and 
the progressive development of the western ground strengthens the expectation of 
permanently good results, 

After driving the 44 fm. level, west of Taylor’s shaft, through 6 fms. of unproduc- 
tive lode, a fine course of ore was discovered in December last ; about 18 fathoms in 
length were opened on this bunch, the lode then diminishes and becomes r; the 
end west has latterly been improving. Several fathoms in length and depth yielded

The ship 
Sir I. L. Goldsmid would be dispatched in the middle of last month from St. Jago 
with a cargo, being nearly the whole of the remainder of the half-year’s raisings to the 
end of February; and the ship Gratitude would soon follow her. 

The expenditure for the corresponding half-year ending 28th Feb. last, of which an 
abstract is annexed, amounts to 12,3037.

The necessary supply of coals, and an ample assortment of mining materials, have 
been sent oe 08 an efficient, well selected body of miners engaged and dispatched 
about a month ago ; and the force will be further augmented in a few days to com- 
plete the complement; so that in the management and working of the mines and ex- 
plorations for discovery the operations may be carried on vii jusly and to the best 
advan . At this period one director, John Taylor, jun., +, retires by rotation, 
and rectors recommend him for re-election; and one of your auditors, Edmund 
Jerningham, Esq., also retires, whom they propose for re-election.

We feel convinced that similar ill success would 
attend the legalised formation of such associations in this kingdom.

The argument. proceeds on a fallacy, for the two 
cases have no analogy whatever ; and although State policy will not in- 
terfere legally to limit the liability of an individual, express contract my 
even now effect that object. There are certain undertakings of such ex- 
tent and magnitude that isolated individuals can neither undertake nor 
accomplish them ; State policy, therefore, recognises monied associations 
as indispensible, and accordingly affords to them legislative sanction. Is 
it, under such circumstances, just. or politic to impose upon a single indi- 
vidual the obligation of paying all the liabilities of those who are associated 
with him? The law of partnership does, however, as it at present stands, 
permit the creditor of the many to victimise the one, and therefore the 
proposed amendment of the law very properly interposes, by stipulating 
that it shall henceforth be part of the preliminary contract that the cre- 
ditor shall not possess such power.

Although mines in general have been fortunately relieved from rating 
to the support of the poor, at least for the present session of Parliament, 
every case bearing on the subject is necessarily of interest to those en- 
gent in mining operations. At the present Quarter Sessions for Staf- 
ordshire, there was an appeal, on the part of Messrs. W. H. and J. W. 
SrarKow, against a poors’ rate for the parish of Wolverhampton, madp 
on the 27th of January, 1855, by which their colliery and lands at Stow 
Heath were rated in nett as follows :—Thirteen whimsey pits, at 40/. each; 
two gin pits, at 207. each; 86a. Lr. 3p. of spoiled land, at 5s. per acre; 
and 26a, 2r, 24p. of land under cultivation, at 40s. per acre. The appel- 
lants insisted that they ought only to be rated for seven pits, containing 
Ila. 4p. of land, and that the cultivated land was also over-rated, there 
being now found to be only 20 acres, instead of 26. In support of the 
rate, a letter of the appellants was read, dated in December, 1854, in 
which they claimed to be rated for eight whimscy pits, at 40/. each, and 
four pillar pits; but it was alleged that they had refused to permit per- 
sons, acting on behalf of the overseers, to go down the pits for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining what the get had been, and that, in consequence, the 
respondents had been obliged to ascertain as well as they could the yield 
of the mine, . 

Evidence was then given, on the part of the respondents, to sustain the 
rate; and the princip

n previously drowned out. On the part of the appellants, it was now 
insisted that property ought to be assessed only with regard to its condi- 
tion at the time the rate was granted; and that, when the assessment 
sought to be enforced was made, four of the pits were not productive, two 
being drowned out, and two having headings driven in them. Evidence 
was also adduced to sustain this and the other objections, and it was con- 
tended that coal pits could not legally be assessed which were out of 
working at the time the assessment was made, and that the authorities, 
upon the general principle of rating coal mines, established that there was 
no liability to rates on pits where there was no work actually going on 
Using a pit for the purpose of some work to be subsequently done did not 
- oo liability ; it was the produce of the pit which alone called forth 

e tating. 

The CxatrMan observed, that the appellants had been rated for “coal 
mines,” which were the words used in the Act, and the rating in the dis- 
trict had been agreed on at so much per pit. That was a mode of rating 
a colliery consisting of a great variety of pits, and the value was calcu- 
lated from the number of pits. He did not say that this was a good or 
bad test; but then, if it was a bad principle, on a new rating a different 
principle must be adopted. In reply to the argument that an unproduc- 
tive pit could not be rated, it was stated, on the part of the overseers, that 
if that rule were established, they would not in future accept any propo- 
sition of the coal proprietors for rating every pit at so much per annum, 
but that a new system of rating would be adopted in the next rate, 
which the inhabitants of Wolverhampton would be benefited, and the coal- 
masters justly dealt with. It was conceded that the rate should be 
amended in respect of the land, and the quantity reduced. 

_The Court decided that the rate should be reduced to nine whimsey 
pits, two gin pits, 12a.

IMPROVEMENTS IN Repucinc Leap anv Corrzr Ores.—It has long 
been an acknowledged fact that the processes which have been for so many 
years, and still are, adopted in the smelting of copper and lead ores pos- 
sess any disadvantages, and are conducive to a very great loss in metal. 
Many have been the suggestions for improvement, but the large smelting- 
houses at Swansea, content to let large profits alone, have ever set their 
faces against what we suppose they considered an innovation. In the 
common reverberatory furnace much mischief frequently arises during the 
early part of the calcining process, and particularly with refractory ores, 
highly charged with sulphur, zinc, and antimony, from the overheating 
of the furnace, when a partial fusion of the ores of some metals takes place, 
which cannot be repaired, in most instances, but with greatloss. Work- 
men not practically acquainted with furnace management often do much 
mischief, particularly in adding large quantities of quick lime, than which 
nothing can be more injurious. It absorbs an immense quantity of prot- 
oxide of lead, which cannot be reduced on the slag hearth, or by any 
other means, but with great loss. This mischief cannot well occur in the 
Patent Double Reverberatory Furnace, recently patented by Mr. Alfred 
Jenkins, formerly of Swansea, which we are about to describe, even with 
furnacemen of little experience, and the average loss of lead will be found 
not to exceed 5 per cent. with all ordinary ore. It consists of the ordi- 
nary fire-grate, the heated air and products of combustion passing into

Mr. Slater and his pupils would have 
been much better employed in the laboratory of the Sheftield Mechanic's 
Institution; and when they have done “schooling,” no doubt the miners 
of Derbyshire, if they want any mineralogical tourists, will avail them- 
selves of the services of the scientific gentlemen from Sheffield. 

A peculiar crisis in the history of the Over Haddon Gold and Silver 
Mine has recently taken place, and in order to a clear comprehension of 
it, it may be well that by a recapitulation of past events its position be 
presented before the public. The mine is an adit or day level, driven for 
the purpose of cross-cutting or intersecting a lead ee supposed to be at 
this time some 25 fms. in front of the end of the adit; the cost of reaching 
the same will provably be 150/. The discovery of the gold mine has, by 
some ill-informed persons, been attributed to an under-keeper of the Duke 
of Devonshire, resident there; such, however, is not the fact. — 
parties, in company with the individual referred to, while digging the cart 
in pursuit of a rabbit, came upon what is not inaptly termed the pride, or 
indication of the wealth of the neighbouring lode. Certain masse sof ore, 
in solid pieces, were found, weighing from 30 to 50 or 60 lbs., each con- 
taining about 80 per cent. of lead. According to mineral law, the dis- 
coverers claimed the advantage of their luck, and the bar-master, as in 
duty bound, set out their title and gave them possession. The mine was 
then apportioned out in shares, and the owners kept a portion for them- 
selves ; the remainder found their way into the hands of some of the most 
influential and respectable miners in the county, and also in the county 
of York. A committee was selected from this highly respectable pro- 
prictary, and contained the well-known names of the following gentle- 
men :—W, Condell, Chatsworth, medical adviser to his Grace the Duke of 
Devonshire; W. Jepson, Chatsworth ; James Bray, the eminent railwa 
contractor and civil engineer, Leeds; W. Rooth, director of the Nort 
Derbyshire Banking Company ; ‘Thomas Burgoyne, Eyam; and Thomas 
Broomhead, Calver: Mr. Heginbotham, acting as secretary, and Mr. 
Bentley, as agent to the company. Each of these individuals are conver~ 
sant with the peculiarities of the toadstono formation, and the description 
of pyrites usually attendant thereon. But after having driven the l vel 
a considerable distance, the agent’s attention was arrested by the dis- 
covery of a very profuse and remarkable quantity and quality of the 
pyrites, in connection more particulary with the toadstone, and which he 
at once handed to the committee, and thus it was the agent, and not the 
under-keeper, who made the discovery of that which in the estimation, 
as it will afterwards appear, of the leading scientific men of the age con- 
stituted the gold and silver mine. A committee meeting was called, and 
it was resolved that no expense should prevent them from ascertaining, 
on indisputable authority, the nature of the discovery. Their first step 
was to forward the material to leading provincial assayers in Sheftield 
and elsewhere, from whom they received very satisfactory certificates, 
and also from the exploded names—Berdan, Perkes, and others. 

At this crisis an offer was made for the mine, in order to form a Jarge 
gold company, but the proprietors’ object was not, to retire from it, nertuer 
was it their wish to hand it over to others who, by a flaming prospectus, 
on the authority of Berdan, would have ee before the public. They 
did not wish to appear to possess what they had not, neither did they 
wish to sacrifice that which they had. At this juncture they had another 
claimant to the discovery, in the person of the Prime Minister, Lord Pal- 
merston, the mine being on the property of Lady Palmerston. Her lady- 
ship’s agent served notices on the committee; and several Bakewellites, 
celebrated and profound in meddlesomeness rather than law, concurred 
entirely in the pretensions of her ladyship’s agent and his advisors ; and 
the consequence was, that on the discovery being made that her ladyship’s 
rights extended no more to gold than they did to lead, and that the absolute 
and supreme right was vested in the Crown, orrather the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, both parties, Lady Palmerston and the discoverers, appealed for 
preference, in order to become lessee, or worker, under royalty; but at 
this moment another branch of the protectors of the rights of the Crown 
disputed the right of the Duchy, and until this high struggle was settled, 
the adventurers were debarred from treating with either; but both at 
once declared that they could not allow of the adventurers being over- 
reached, that they should not treat with Lady Palmerston but in justice 
with the discoverers. 

During this dispute in high quarters the committee thought the best 
thing they could do would be to have assays and calculations made by 
eminent and scientific men, who could bave no interest in deceiving them ; 
for be it remembered they were secking the truth for themselves, not 
for a flaming prospectus, and, therefore, could only be interested in the 
facts. The gentlemen deputed to goto London and obtain reliable assays 
went to the editor of a leading scientific and extensively circulated journal, 
declaring their object and mission, that they were not come to get the 
material assayer to produce as high a per centage as possible, but rather 
under than over its deserts. e gentleman alluded to took his pen 
and gave alist of the most eminent scientific men in town, saying — 
5 Sush being your errand, you cannot do wrong in following that.” This 
advice was followed, and has resulted in their having certificates of a satis- 
factory character, and in some instances the assayers journied from London, 
entered the mine, and got the material with theirown hands. Those as- 
says, from Professor Mitchell and many others, were very uniform in the 
amount of gold and silver found in the pyrites, and appeayed to » justify 
the committee in taking the final steps of bringing all these scientific tests 
to the further proof by the erection of machinery, in order to reduce the 
pyrites and amalgamate the gold. : 

Drewe’s machine, recently purchased in London, has arrived on the

Juny 13.—If all the reports which reach me are to be credited, and 1 
see no reason for doubt, we have, I think, arrived at a favourable turning 
point in the commercial and manufacturing affairs of this district.

many of the oints the more complicated they become ; and it is a growing 
notion with some of the creditors, whether a firm disposal of the available

During the past week, there have been some brisk foreign orders, parti- 
cularly for South America and the Indies, Nor have our friends and 
allies, the Turks, forgotten us in their favours, having sent some good 
order-sheets for useful articles of general hardware. At the beginning of 
the war they ordered slowly, and with great caution; but they seem to 
be taking courage, and are now forwarding orders through such channels 
as will secure the execution of them. 

Of the Gun Trade, the usual report is to be heard in all parts of the 
borough. Itis more than brisk; it is overpowering in demand. A short 
time ago, an order arrived here for 100,000 guns of inferior quality—I do 
not mean in point of utility, but merely in finish, the object being to pro- 
cure, in the least possible time, the greatest number of guns for imme- 
diate use ; Whether they are intended for the Circassians, or others in 
that locality, whom we are about to arm, I know not; but the opinion is 
that they are not for the use of our own men. The bridling branch of 
the trade is very bad, and many of the hands engaged in it have been set 
on to prepare the above order. The recent of the failure of the 
Enfield guns has also contributed to animate the men and masters here, 
and stimulate them te still further efforts to uphold the credit of the town 
in the manufacture of fire-arms. The demand for shot and shells at the 
West Bromwich and Dudley Works continues, and the London Works are 
also contributing largely to the munitions of war. 

Mr. John Huggins, of Birmingham, has during the past week specified, 
through Mr. George Shaw, his patent for a new or improved machine for 
tho manufacture of lint. ‘The calico or fabric to be made into lint is rolled 
upon a roller atone end of the machine; from this roller the fabric passes 
over a table, to the other end of the machine, where it is converted into 
lint. The fabric, when uncoiled from the first-mentioned roller, is guided 
in its passage over the table by a transverse bar, furnished with points or 
pins. A slide fixed to the underside of the bar slides with friction in a 
groove in the table; by these means a considerable amount of tension is 
given to the fabric as it passes through the machine. Besides producing 
the necessary amount of tension in the fabric, the before-mentioned trans- 
verse bar has for its object to the transverse threads of the fabric 
as nearly as possible at right angles to its motion. The fa’ after pass- 
ing over the transverse bar, passes under a guide roller, and over a 
feeding-roller, studded with points or pins, which enter the fabric as it 
passes overthem. After passing over the feeding roller, the fabric hangs 
vertically between a fixed horizontal bar and a moveable knife or cutter, 
hereinafter explained. The fabric, as it passes over the ing-roller,

STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN DUBLIN.] 

JuLy 12.—The quotations for both stock and shares show but little va- 
riation during the past week, and business was somewhat more limited 
than in the preceding one, dealings being confined to the leading com- 
panies as means for investment. Scarcely any transactions have taken 
place for the account in shares, which shows the small amount of specu- 
lative business now dealt in. Consols closed, to-day, at 91, both for 
money and account, and New Three per Cents. at 913. Mining Company 
shares were done at 14, or an advance of 4, while those of the General 
Mining Company were 22, being }.depression. Wicklow Copper shares 
were done during the week at 28, and Lackamores at 5s. 6d. Although 
there is but little doubt that the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company will pay the next dividend at the rate of 5 per cent., as I an- 
ticipated, the shares were a little weaker to-day, having been done at 
50% 3. Midland Great Western shares marked 503 to-day, and Water- 
ford and Limerick shares 204. 

The meeting of the Wicklow Copper Mining Company came off to-day, 
and the statement presented was highly satisfactory. ‘The accounts showed 
a profit on the half-year’s working of 25007, but the directors did not 
deem it expedient to pay a dividend, The report of the agent, Mr. Barnes, 
was read, giving in detail the state of the mine at the several levels, 
and showing that the state of the company’s property was never, since 
the commencement of the undertaking, in a more satisfactory condition, 
that the machinery, &c., was in most perfect order, and that tanks have 
been constructed, by which means the mine can be completely unwatered; 
that it is expected the lode which they have been for some time seek- 
ing will be met with in about six or seven months, when an accurate 
estimate can be formed of its value; that there is no possible diminution 
of barytes, as it is calculated that there are at present about 200,000 tons 
of it at the mine, independent of ground as yet unopened. The report 
also showed that there has been an increase of 500 tons of copper ore over 
the previous half-year, and there is no doubt but that this increase will 
be fully maintained. The directors, in their report, mainly attribute the 
decreased profits to the immense importation of brimstone which has taken 
place, owing to the low freights charged on this article coming by vessels 
in the public service returning from the Black Sea. As it appears, by a 
governmental return, that the importations of brimstone were 38,000 tons 
in 1852, 46,000 tons in 1853, and 76,000 tons in 1854; and as in the 
chemical manufacture 1 ton of brimstone is equal to about 3 tons of ba- 
rytes, it follows that in the latter year a supply equal to about 90,000 tons 
of barytes was thrown upon the market. t e report shows that 2000 tons 
of iron ore were for the first time shipped this half-year, and realised 
sufficient to pay all the expenses of production. In conclusion, the di- 
rectors showed that the undertaking must ultimately be eminently suc- 
cessful ; that the demand for barytes had increased during the last month, 
and most probably that the copper lode would soon be intersected; and 
assured the proprietary that they had the greatest confidence in their 
prospects, and had no doubt whatever of the lttimate success which would 
attend the workings; the present diminished profits resulting from the 
general depression of trade caused by the war, but which could only be 
of a temporary nature. 

Although the Rating of Mines Bill has been for the present withdrawn, 
the subject still retains its interest, and the time from this till the next 
session of Parliament will be fittingly employed in organising such an 
opposition to the bill as will prevent its adoption. Since the introduction 
of the Poor Law system, Irish mines were taxed with rate ; and what we 
want is, to be placed on an equal footing with other parts of the kingdom, 
and not to be subject to exclusive legislation. Our able Solicitor-General, 
before his connection with Government, was seeking for equal privileges 
with England in this respect, and it must be admitted that it would only 
be acting in the spirit of fair play, while Ireland is only recovering from 
past neglect, not only to place her on an equality with England, but to 
afford her every aid that might be required to rouse herfrom the lethargy 
and indifference of ages. 

If rating for the support of the poor be intended, as it evidently is, to 
relieve the destitute, would it not be better, instead of burthening the 
eountry with taxes, tolay the axe to the root at once, and to lessen pauperism 
by giving increased employment? And how can this be better effected 
than by holding out an encouraging hand to every work of an industrial 
nature; and to foster the rising energies of the country by wiping off 
every impost that might tend to check her enterprise, or to clog her in- 
dustrial advancement ? I am aware that in Cornwall mines, other than 
coal mines, are, except in the case of a fixed rent, charged with rate ac- 
cording to local arrangements on the dues, after deduction of a moiety— 
a third, or a tenth, as the case may be—for expenses, &c, Some arrange- 
ment of this kind would be even acceptable for the present, till the matter 
is brought before Parliament ; and I trust the Poor Law Commissioners 
will take the matter up, and adopt some uniform plan other than the 
uncertain one at present in operation. When our present Viceroy was 
Chief Secretary for Ireland this matter was brought under his considera- 
tion, and he defined clearly that the rate, when chargeable, would be 
levied on the dues, but it has not been so acted upon since. 

Great credit is due to the Mining Company of Ireland for having taken 
the initiative in this matter, as I believe they did. And when it is known 
that they give employment to several thousand of both sexes, it will be 
easily seen that this is a matter in which they are deeply interested, and 
which, consequently, they must desire to see settled as soon as possible. 

An injunction was granted, on Tuesday, by the Master of the Rolls, to 
restrain a person named Crammire from proceeding with an action of 
ejectment against the Belfast and Ballymena Railway Company. The 
company lodged 329/. 16s. 8d., being the award of Mr. R. ke, who 
was arbitrator. The action was brought by Crammire upon some tech- 
nical point, which was overruled. There was another case of a similar 
nature, which was also gained by the company. 











Minne Tricks in ConnwaLt.—At the Helston County Court, on Mon- 
day (G. G, Kekewich, Esq., presiding), Mr. T, P. Tyacke applied for leave 
to issue & summons against Mr. William J. Birch, of Oxfordshire, the prin- 
cipal shareholder in the Porkellis United Mines, in Wendron, for 42/,, al- 
leged to be due to Capt. Bryant, as an agentof the mine, forsalary.

CARMARTHEN AND CARDIGAN, AND LLANIDLOES AND Newtown Ratz- 
ways.—lIn another column there is a letter from ‘‘A Cardiganshire Miner,” 
with reference to railway communication through Wales, which is well 
worthy the attention of all interested in railway projects, and more espe- 
cially to mining capitalists. The advantages of railway communication, 
carried through whatever district it may, whether mining or agricultural, 
have so often been commented on, that we need not further refer to the 
matter at present, than to direct careful attention to our correspondent’s 
communication, as conveying cogent reasons why a railway should be 
made through the district of Yspytty. There are many mines of great 
richness in this district which are frequently stopped, and principally 
from the want of motive power, as there is not sufficient water for driving 
the necessary machinery to pump or work the mines; consequently, steam 
is the only auxiliary available for the purpose ;‘ but when it is considered 
that coal has to be carried through a mountainous country for a distance 
of 25 miles, and sometimes 30 miles, it follows that its value must be so 
greatly enhanced that mining operations in such a district, and in dry 
seasons, are altogether out of the question; but if coal could be got cheap, 
and to do this railway communication is only necessary, we agree with 
our correspondent that there are many setts in this part of the principality 
which could be worked, and probably realise very large profits. Not 
only the miners in the district would be benefited by such 2 communi- 
cation, but the agriculturists also, as the railway, in carrying coal, would 
be also used for bringing away the produce of the mines—the same means 
which are adopted for conveying manure to the farmers would be used for 
carrying the agricultural produce ; but at present all these sources are in 
abeyance, and consequently pee oA for want of railway communi- 
cation through a district that absolutely teems with wealth. 





Tue Inon Trapve.— Tronmaster,” in the Worcester Journal of to-day, 
says—‘‘ The quarterly meeting of the trade, held at Wolverhampton, on Wednesday, 
was not numerously attended.

Scarcely a sale was made in pig-iron, and, unless it is when 
advances are pretty certain, it isthe usual day in the quarter-day week for them. 
Thursday is the day of the weekly meetings; here the attendance was considerably 
larger, and in ironstone a good deal was done. Pigs were not dealt in so largely as 
usual, but I am not surprised that it should have been so, as considerable sales had 
been made the early part of the month, Iam glad to say there does not exist the 
causes for underselling which, up to the last month (and which continued for a few 
years past), were patent. The failures which began in March, and which unfortu- 
nately have continued up to this month, have had the effeet of removing the most 
needy from amongst the trade, and though there may be whatare called tight houses 
still going, the demand is of that description as todo away with the necessitty of 
forcing sales, or working, as has been the case, too long at a loss. If I were to except 
one of the marked iron houses, I may then say they are well off for orders. 

** There are some mills and forges at a 8! still by the late failures; but, although 
their stoppage in ordinary times may effect the stock of pigs, in the present case it is 
different. Many furnaces which were blown out when the colliers struck have not 
been put into blast again, and it is well known that South Staffordshire cannot pro- 
duce so many pigsas the mills and forges and the large foundry trade consume. The 
trades, too, of the towns, in and on the borders of the district, from Wolverhampton 
in the north, to Birmingham in the south, Walsall east, and ont te west, these, 
with the scores of places within the boundary, all me considerable quantities of 
pigs; and when Derbyshire and North re-pigs find their way to the North, 
to compete with the Scotch, the stocks of pigs in South Staffordshire will soon decrease, 
and the prices keep high. 

“*It has bappened that Scotch pigs have been almost exclusively used in Manchester 
and Liverpool, and at most places north of those towns for months, I may say for 12 
months at a2 time, and the North Staffordshire makers have not been in a position to 
sell so low as to meet the demand; but now, with Scotch pigs worth more money, 
short weight in the Clyde, than the melting pigs of this district delivered to the wor. 
are, long weight, it is not to be wondered at that little of the North Staffordshire 
iron should come here, I.am not at all prepared to see any alteration in the price of 
wrought-iron. I believe none will take place for a long time tocome. Pig-iron, of 
goodmine quality, is selling at from 3/: 17s. 6d. to 41. per ton ; the price of coal, ore, 
and labour, prevents it being ata less price ; and it may, of course, be said that labour, 
coal, aad pigs, prevent much deviation, even amongst the lowest sellers, from the 
declared price of the trade (8/, for bars). Saturday will terminate the 
of the week ; it takes placeat Dudley. Some sales which lie over from Tharsday are 
often confirmed here, but, as the meeting is held after dinner, in the evening, the 
‘more weighty matters of the week are completed in Birmingham on Thursday.

Coatine Metats witx Try, Nickel, AND ALumtnum.—Mr. Thomas, 
of Fulham, and Mr. Tilley, of Holborn, have recently obtained a patent for plating 
metals with other metals, particularly the three named’above. In preparing the so. 
lutions of the metal to plate with, for tin they dissolve a sufficient quantity in nitro. 
muriatie acid, and then precipitate the metal by an alkali or alkaline salt; the ferro- 

anide of potassium is preferred, Sulphuric or muriatie acid is then mixed with 
the precipated oxide, and o.peaten of water added, boiled in an iron vessel, with a 
small portion of ferro-cyanide of potassium, and the liquor filtered. Another process 
is to pass a stream of sulphuric acid gas through the filtered solution. For nickel, 
the metal is dissolved in nitro-muriatic acid, and the oxide then precipitated by 
ferro-cyanide of potassium, washed in distilled water, cyanide of potassium added, 
boiled and filtered. For aluminum, they dissolve alum in water, and add ammonia 
until it ceases to precipitate; it is then washed, filtered, boiled with distilled water 
and cyanide of potassium, and filtered. Having obtained either of these solutions, 
the articles to be plated are suspended by copper or brass rods in a bath of the required 
solution, and attached to the zinc pole of a galvanic battery, to the positive pole of 
which is attached, in the case of tin, a piece of platinum ; for nickel, a pole of tin, 
and a bag of oxide of nickel; aud in the case of a bath of aluminum, a bag of alu- 
minum, a pole of aluminum, and a piece of platinum.
